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A MONOPOLY POSSIBILITY. 

Following the report that Gov. Folk-would resort 
to the extreme measure of having coal mined under 
State control if the strike should deprive the State 
institutions of coal supplies, causes the intimation 
from Washington that President Roosevelt will not 
permit the industries of the country to be paralyzed, 
but in the event of the exhaustion of coal supplies, 
the Government will take control of the thines for 
the purpose of having the coal mined. 

This would at once bring up the question as to 
whose right to the eoal resources of the country 
is paramount—the mine owners or the people’s. The 
Government—has the right to utilize private prop- 
erty for Government’s needs, but how far can there 
be under the laws an invasion of property rights 
to supply the needs of the. general public? The 
fact that we may be confronted with this possi- 
bility, as a last desperate resort to ‘prevent wide- 
spread disaster and suffering, shows how crude our 
civilization is at some points. 

The perfect monopoly is a monopoly of national 
resourees. A monopoly of transportation is a good 
working scheme for the exploitation of the public, 
but when the two are combined, as in the Coal 
Trust, the public is at the mercy of the monopolists. 
f When the Coal Trust cannot agree with its em- 
ployes, or when for its own purposes it chooses to 

eut off or reduce. the supply of coal, or to put up 
prices, the public suffers. If the Government can 
intervene to prevent starvation, can it not inter- 
prevent injustice and hardships. The 
paralyzing of the industries of a great people 
by monopolists who have obtained possession 
of natural resources and thus control the neces- 
saries of industry and life is unthinkable. But even 
a less degree of hardships imposed by a monopoly of 
the necessaries of life is only in Jess degree unbear- 
able. Yet we have permitted monopolists to obtain 
possession of the natural and necessary resources 
without devising any method of regulating that 
control in the interest of the people or at least 
without applying what remedies we may have in 
our laws for monopoly evils. So we are apparently 
redjiced to the last desperate resort of taking’ con- 
trol and, at least, temporary. possession of private 
property and running it in the interest of the 
people. 

It is high time to apply what laws we have ‘to 
prevent monopoly, or we shall find ourselves ¢on- 
fronted with the necessity of revolutionizing our 
whole system of property ownership, industry and 
transportation. The first step on the road to reyo- 
lution is the long step.

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THE WORLD'S WATER POWER. 
Greater industrial efficiency is being sought in all 
directions, but particularly by the distribution of en- 


ergy supplied by rivers and streams. This is being 
pecially felt in the region extending from the Med- 
iterranean to the Alps. The degree to which this 
energy may be multiplied is infinite, but with. pres-4 
ent knowledge it is assumed that 2,000,000 horsepower 
may be economically obtained, of which perhaps the 
fifth has been secured or is in protess of being se- 
cured. The hydraulic forces of the world. a year ago 
stood, expressed,in a horsepower, as follows: United 
Sttaes, 527,500; Canada, 228,500; Italy, 210,000; France, 
161,000; Switzerland, 133,000; Germany,, 81,000; Sweden, 
71,000; other countries, 69,000; total, 1,481,000. 

This amount of power is approximately equal in 
potential energy to 2 per cent of the world’s coal 
production. The gréatest completed French works are 
to be found in the Alps, where sparse population, 
narrowness of range of raw materials and remote- 
ness from large markets deter large industrial opera- 
tions. At present works is in progress on eight dif- 
ferent #ants, which will revolutionize manufacturing 
| conditions in the whole Mediterranean region and in 
Durance Valley, where general conditions are favora- 
ble to manufacturing enterprises.

BIGGEST MILK-STERILIZING PLANT. 
Work is being rushed in New York on the erection 
-of the largest plant for the pasteurization of milk in 
the world. The building will be erected in West 
Fifty-seventh street, between Tenth and Eleventh av- 
enues, and it is figured that one-eighth of the daily 


one establishment every 24 hours. The plant will 
have a capacity of 200,000 quarts of pasteurized milk 
in 24 hours. This radical step toward an improve- 
ment in the city’s milk supply is the direct result of 
demonstrations by the Nathan Straus charity of the 
perils lurking in raw milk in small shops in the tene- 
ment dtsircts. The. chief importance of this enter- 
prise liés in the fact that it will place pasteurized 
milk on sale in-all parts of the city from wagons 
and from 24 shops, in addition to the 17 stations main- 
tained by Nathan Straus. It is claimed that the 
plant will be the most perfect from every sanitary 
and scientific point of view ever attempted.

PROPELLING BOAT BY EXPLOSIONS. 

The latest of those who are ambitious to cut down 
the speed record on the water is Herbert E. Rider 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., who is buflding a craft which 
he designs shall be driven through the water by a 
series of explosions acting directhy on the water itself 
rather than through the intervention of an engine as 
is the present practice. - 
The boat designed by Mr. Rider has a tube extend- 
ing from the bow to the'’stern and open at each end. 
Attached to this are several chambers, in which the 
explosions of gasoline take place at regular intervals 
and acting on the water contained in the tube, the 
effect being to drive the water out of the rear of the 
tube and to drive it in at the bow. 
In the gas engine the force of the explosion is spent 
upon a piston, which in turn drives the propeller. 
Mr. Rider claims that much power, which is lost in 
this indirect application of the explosion, is saved 
in his scheme, with the result that the same amount 
of fuel’ will drive a boat faster or move a heavier 
craft. ‘Ie claims that the theory of his idea has 
been thoroughly demonstrated in a model craft and 
he is at work on a large pleasure boat, which will 
be in the water in a few months, 





IRON AGE DAWNING IN AUSTRALIA. 
The iron age in Australia which promises soon to 
dawn will mean the mining of over 59,000,000 tons of 
ore in New South Wales and of about 20,000,000 tons 
in South Australia. There is. also a magnetite de- 
posit of about 1,000,000 tons of 50-60 per cent ore in 
the Queensland district.. Then there is the Blythe 
River posit in Tasmania, estimated to contain 17,- 
000,000 fbns of ore. Other large deposits occur In the 
Picton, Mittagong and other districts. The West 
Australian deposits are rich, but practically valueless 
for lack of a good coal field in the vicinity. In 1903, 
Australia’s production of iron ore was 22,000 ‘tons 
from New South Wales, 900 tons from Tasmania, 
10,000 tons from Queensland, 33,000 tons from South 
Australia, and a trifle from West Australia, the pro- 
duction of Victoria, like that of the outside colony, 
being nil. The total output was only 77,107 tons.

Let us briefly trace the origin of! this American 
aristocracy, the most charming the world has ever 
seen and the. most merciless. Like! the masculine 


ate of Rome, it rests on a basis of servitude, Slaves 
in the tiled maize field, in the tenth-floor office;

Southern women of high lineage still honor and obey 
their husbamds, and for that reason cannot climb to 
social pre-eminence in the great cities of the At- 
lantic seaboard, which, indéed, they avoid willingly 
enough. There a good Southern name has its value 
—as arpeg for colonial memories in the new artisto- 
crat’s reasoned catalogue of ancestors. 

There are still country homes in New England, but 
nine in ten are in the possession of the urban aris- 
tocracy, who do not live there as the origifial owners 


or going in all its phases--more’s the pity! It is 
true that the best people of the great cities live the 
simple life (at a great cost) in country places for 
a portion of the year. One meets them in the Adi- 
rondacks, in California, in the Thousand Islands of 
the St. Lawrence, where they have built weird paro- 
dies of Fifth avenue palaces. But all this is the mer- 
est pretense of country living. They are an urban 
aristocracy. Nevertheless they will not attain a com- 
plete urbanity—for all that we have praised their 
beauty, authority and distinction—until the married 
man catches up with the bachelor and the twain 
insist on being treated as the equals of the women 
folk they worship not wisely but too well. Till then 


these fair aristocrats are merciless and remorseless—

Somewhere in this meadow are buried 
the corpses’ of nearly 400 Confederates 
and a few Union men. The invading 
army, after the retreat of Ewing. hur- 
riedly interred the dead, acing the 
bodies .in long trenches. ‘For some in- 
explicable reason the location of these 
trenches was not marked, and as time 
passed: the alterations caused by. culti- 
cation of the ground obliterated all 
signs ef the graves. For 2 years the 
plow has turned the ‘soil above the 
graves of these soldier dead. 

A plan is now on foot to “prospect’”’ 
for these Confederate burial trenches. 
Throughout this Ozark country for gen- 
erations men have been prospecting for 
iron, lead, silver, cobalt and other min- 
erals, with eminent success, as the in- 
dustrial world well knows. Now, with- 
in ja short time, the meadow surrounding 
the fort will be prospected, and it is be- 
lieved that the burial ditches will be lo- 
cated. Success in this regard, of course, 
will add to the interest of the site as a 
national park. So many ‘regiments were 
represented, on both sides, that the mat- 
ter of memorial moruments takes on an 
important aspect. 





Grant Commissioned Here. 


There is still another excellent reason 
why Congress should create a national 
park at Pilot Knob. .Within a mile of 
the fort is Emerson Park, the home 
place of the late Judge Emerson, locat- 
ed just between Ironton and Arcadia. 
In this tract stands a fine old oak tree, 
under which Col. Ulysses S. Grant, in 
1861, received his commission as a briga- 


dier-general. Beneath the oak is one of 
the splendid springs of cold, pure water, 
for which the Arcadia Valley is noted. 
From this spring Grant procured. his 
drinking water while stationed here, and 
it was directly from this spot that he 
marched away to Belmont, Shiloh, 
Vicksburg, Appomattox and _ universal 
faine. 

Judge Emerson, a Canadian by birth, 
but a staunch friend of the Union, erect- 
ed above this spring the figure of an 
angel, and wrote the following words, 
which are engraved upon the pedestal 
stone: 

“Hither an embryo hero came: 
fie drank, departed, conquered,”’ 

A statue of (nion soldier also em- 
bellishes the Emerson place, and sev- 
eral war- hres cannon are planted upon 
the greensward. Judge Emerson, who 
was a cousin. of Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
took great pride ‘in the creation of this 
beautiful and historic homestead, which 
is to be sold at partition sale for his 
collateral heirs in the Circuit Court at 
Ironton about April 24. The general 
opinion is that Emerson Rark should be- 
cometa part of the Pilot Knob Battle- 
field Park.

Fora time he played W i 
St. Louis, but»once on the decline, + 
shot down as swiftly.as he had risen. in 
a little while no club. would have his 
services, and he retired to private life. J 

Whisky was the cause of Ramsey : 
downfall. While with Louisville he yd 
guged in a continuous, bout with Jo _ 
Barleycorn. When Ramsey. was boned 
nounced to pitch, the fans CHuld nev 
tell whether he would show.up in ang 
dition to seé his way to the box or not. 
If he managed to. get in the box and 
get a reasonable idea of the location ae 
the plate, it didn’t matter whether - 
was cold sober or highly drunk, he cou 
pitch winning ball. 


Jim Hart:Found Him, 
Ramsey was a native of Indian- 
apolis, where he was born 41..years 
ago. He first attracted attention 
when he was pitching in the C hatta- 
nooga team of the Southern League. 
To Jim. Hart, the retired president of 


the Louisville team in 1885, belongs 
the credit of bringing Ramsey into 
the ranks of the majors. He had 
heard about Ramsey's wonderful 
work, and slipping down to Chatta- 
nhooga, signed him for Louisville. 

W. Reccius was treasurer of the club 
then. Ramsey's release cost $900, and 
the team had to borrow the money 
from a bank. 

Ramsey’s. first appearance on. the 
Louisville grounds .was memorable. 
‘Hle had celebrated his coming to Ken- 
tucky and was so drunk he couldn't 

et in position. After a few inef- 
ectual attempts to get the ball over 
the plate the new pitcher was led to 
the bench, 

A few days later he pitched against 
the Nashville team in an exhibition | 
game. He was sober then and struck 
eut 18 men. The Louisville fans re- 
alized that. he wus a wonder. 

Ramsey didn’t do much that year, 
as the season was almost'.over. But 
next spring he was in good shape. In 
a short time he was the terror to as- 
sociation batters and was striking out 
18 men frequently. 

Ramsey was a left-handed pitcher. 
He. did not possess any great speed 
nor much of an assortment of curves, 
In fact, his stock in trade consisted of 
one ball—his famous drop. 

There has never been another curve 
like this in baseball. Rusie, Matthew- 
son, Nicolls, Cy Young and the famous 
twirlers of modern days have never 
had such complete and mystic con- 
trol of the batters as Ramsey exer- 
eised with his drop. The mightest 
arm and the keenest eye couldn't pre- 
vail against it!. Ramsey would toss it 
up to the plate with little apparent 
effort. The ball would travel slowly 
until just as it reached the plate and 
the batter swung, when it would 
drop, and in about 19 cases out of 20 
a strike would be called. 

When He Downed the Reds. 
In those days the baseball rivalry be- 
tween Louisville and Cincinnati, both in 
the American Association, was intense. 
Nothing, brought greater glee to the 
Louisville fans than to beat Cincinnatt. 
With Ramsey in the box,-they frequent- 
ly had the satisfaction of administering 
crushing and humillating defeat. to: the 
Reds. On one occasion the first niné 
men who came to the:bat for Cincinnati 
struck out. Another time he fafined 18 
of them, and he frequently pitched 
games against Cincinnati with records 
of 12 to 15 strike-outs. 
For two years Ramsey was invinctble. 
He could not overccme his appetite for 
whisky, however, and was’ always a 
hard drinker. 
It was not hard drink that put Ram- 
sev out' of business as a pitcher, how- 
ever. A change in the pitching distance 
took the magic out of his drop. At 50 
feet Ramsey was a wizard. His drop 
ball would break at exactly the right 
place. When the distance was in- 
creased ‘to 55 feet, the ball would break 
too soon. 
in 1888 Ramsey was sold to St. Louis. 
He pitched there awhile, but his cun- 
ning had gene, and he was ineffectual. 
In a short time he was released. He 
lay idle for years. Then McCloskey gave 
him atrial pwith the Savannah team. 
That was his last effort. He failed to 
make good, and since then had ‘lived in 
Indianapolis. 
Ramsey played on the team with Pete 
Browning and Jimmy Weolf, who waiie 
died within the past vear.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 3f— 
The announced determination of - the 
Federal Supremé Court to ‘take action 
in connection with tht lynching of the 
colored prisoner, Johnson, last week, 
has caused considerable revulsion of 
feeling here. 

There was general condemnation of 
the action of the mob which took John- 
son from his’ cell and lynched him, 
after the Federal Court had granted a 
stay. ,But the fact that the Federal 
tribunal now proposes to press the mat- 
ter farther thas aroused a strong re- 
sentment, because the feeling ‘is that 
this trouble is properly the concern of 
the State courts and that the Federal 
Supreme Court will not Improve the 
situation by further pressing its as- 
sumption of a jurisdiction superior to 
that of the State courts. 

. Sherift Shipp’s friends insist that he 
was in no way blamable for the lynch- 
ing. He supposed, they declara, that 


the Jail was well guarded, and hurried | 


to it as soon as'‘he heard of the trouble. 

He has always stood high here, and Is 

now candidate for re-election. 
Witnesses Reing Warned. 


An investigation of.the lynching would ° 


be made as difficult as possible. Per- 
sons who saw more or less of it, though 
taking no part, are receiving the most 
direct hints not to talk too much about 
it, either before the grand jury or be- 
fore any court or about town. -Anony- 
mous letters are beginning to play a 
part, and it is even said that the Fed- 
eral District Attorney has been receiv- 
ing these. warning him not to take too 
active a part in any inquiry. Thus far 
the Federal authorties have done noth- 
ing here and their course is problemat- 
ical, 

Local sentiment was well portrayed 
in the following editorial appearing in 
the Memphis Commercial Appeal. 

“We do not approve of lynching in 
the abstract, and we are certain. the 
people of: Chattanooga do not approve 
of it. This has been amply proven by 
the actions of the people of that city. 

‘We do not believe that Chattanooga 
intended contempt or disrespect to the 
United States Supreme Court in lynch- 
ing the negro brute, but that patience 
was simply exhausted and action had 
become necessary. 

“We believe no good can come of 
muddying the waters in Chattanooga. 
There is talk of a Federal prosecution 
of the State’s Sheriff. No published re- 
ort connects this Sheriff with the 
ynchers, and to prosecute him because 
of the act of others is ridiculous. We 
venture the prediction that if the Fed- 
eral Court brings its criminal action 
against this Sheriff the trial will prove 
a farce, but animositles will have been 
engendered that will require .years to 
quench.’’ 

It is understood here now that no ac- 
tion will be ordered from Washington 
until District Attorney Wright submits 
his report of local happenings.

GALLATIN, Mo., March 31.—Mrs. Min- 
nie Olive Bruner of Civil Bend, Mo., has 
instituted suit in the Daviess County 
Circuit Court against the Modern Wood- 
men of America for $3000, being the 
amount of life insurance on a _ policy 
held by her husband, Othniel Bruner, 
at the time of his mysterious and sen- 
sational disappearance in May, 1898. 

At the time of his sudden departure 
Bruner was a popular resident of Civil 
Bend, on inland town in northern Davi- 
ess County. He kept the only store in 
the town for years, was Postmaster and 
a leader in church and Sunday 
school work. May ._—s21, 1898, he 
left his home without warning 
after the discovery of a clandestine 
love affair between him and a pretty 
young girl who was a member of his 
Sunday school class and the daughter of 
a neighbor. The affair caused a great 
sensation throughout the -neighborhood. 

“Last Letter” to Wife. 

Shortly after his departure his wife 
received a note from him stating that 
he intended to end his life by jumping 
into the Missouri River from the St. 
Joseph bridge on May 22, 1898. 


Later a body was found in the river 
near Leavenworth, Kan., and was, the 
petition alleges identified as Bruner 
and buried in the cemetery at Leav en- 
worth. 

A $500 reward was offered for Bruner’s 
arrest by the father of the girl imme- 
diately after he ran away and diligent 
search was made for him throughout 
the country. Some of his neighbors 
who went to Leavenworth to see the 
body found and buried there as Bruner, 
declared it was not him, while others 
thought: there was some resemblance. 
Many arrests of suspects were made in 
various sections of the country. 

Properly Identified, Says Wife. 

Mrs. Bruner’s petition alleges that 
Othniel Bruner was made a member of 
iPattonsburg Camp No. 2149, M. W, A., 


| Feb. 16, 1894, for $3000 in which she was 


named as beneficiary; that he left his 
home on May 21, 1898, and went to St. 
-Joseph, Mo., and that she believes he 
came to his death by drowning in the 
Missouri River after jumping from the 
bridge at St. Joseph, and that his body 
was found in the Missouri River near 
Leavenworth, Kan., a few days after- 
ward, identified and buried in the ceme- 
tery at that place; that he was a mem- 
ber of the M. W. A. in good standing, 
with his life insurance policy in full 
force at the time of his departure and 
that proofs of his death were furnished 
the defendant and demand made for 
payment of insurance, but refused. 
She asks judgment for $3000, with costs 
and interest. 


$20,000 SEEKING $1500, 


Farmer Spends Fortune in Suit 
Against Railroad.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 31.—Greg- 
ory D. McLean, a farmer, testified in 
the Circuit Court that in the last four 
years he had spent every cent of his 
modest fortune, $20,000, in trying to re- 
cover compensation for the loss of six 
steers worth $150.

As regards centers of commitment, 
St. Louis furnishes 129. Next in order 
come the United States prisoners, 61 in 
number.

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The story of the “‘lid’’ that is to be: 


put on Hot Springs gambling is 
stranger than that of the moral waves 
that have swept over Missouri and New 
York. 

In Hot Springs there are persons wtto 
believe gambling should be suppressed, 
but there is no crystallization.of the 
sentiment in any organization. Even 
the Citizens’ Reform party, which has 
put up a ticket of city officials for sac- 
rife. and which inveighs against “‘cor- 
ruption’’ and advocates city improve- 
ment, says no word in its manifests 
against gambling. 

Since the drastic law adopted by the 
Legislature four years ago, under which 
officials were charged with having 
knowledge of gambling conducted in 
their jurisdiction, was declared by the 
Supreme Court improperly passed, the 
only law against gambling in the State 
of Arkansas is that passed in 18%. It 
is declared by lawyers of all convictions 
to be sufficient and effective for the 
closing of every so-called club in Hot 
Springs. 

It was invoked by the reform ele- 
ment, with. whom the owners of the 
high-class gambling clubs co-operated 
in the cleaning out of Hot Springs of 
all those ‘“‘quick-action” and irrespon- 
sible and ‘“‘skin’’ gamblers who were 
Killing the goose that laid golden eggs 
by robbing visitors 

It was invoked for the suppression of 
slot machines. 

Hot Springs today presents this anom- 
aly: Having seven public and half doz- 
en semi-public gambling nouses, seven 
licensed poolrooms and not one cigar 
counter dice game, nor any slot ma- 
chine or device where the goddess of 
chance may. be wooed. 

The Law of 1859. 


The law of 1859 is the authority un- 
der which the gambling house owners 
have been constructively arrested 
oe a month during the past two and 

‘half years and fined Jregular sums 
for the benefit of the county and 
State. County ordinances against 
gaming have also been invoked and 
fines collected at the same periods for 
the benefit of the municipality. 

Thus; under what amounts to a li- 
cense system, six lavishly decorated 
gambling halls, furnished at the es- 
timated expense of a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars, and operated at an ex- 
ry of over $100,000 a year, have 

eld open house for all who cared to 
their money on faro, roulette 
and other games. 

The Wilson-law stopped gambling 
for nearly three months; that was 
three years ago. Nearly five hundred 


indictments were returned by the 
grand jury. Under agreement, one 
conviction was appealed to the Su- 


preme Court, the understanding being 
that all the remaining cases were to 
abide the result of this appeal. 

The Supreme Court held that an 
amendment to the bill was not passed 
yy one branch of the Legislature, and 
the law was, therefore, invalid. 
Notwithstanding that it was then, 
and is now, held that the law of 1869 
Was effective, gambling was resumed 
and has continued until today, un- 


checked save as the amiable system 


of constructive arrests and the col- 
lection of stipulated fines from -attor- 
neys may be said to be a check, 

The peace officers and the proprie- 
tors of the “clubs” have insisted, the 
latter more-strenuously than the for- 
mer, on the observance of all the 
rules of decorum by their patrons. 
boisterousness, drunkenness and even 
Over-enthusiasm not due to alcoho! 
having ee checked effectively, 

No Improper Conduct, 

No fastidious woman or Man was ever 
shocked by the improper behavior of 
any person within these clubs. With 
this spirit prevalent, a majority of the 
citizens of Hot Springs is said to have 
been entirely content. 

Public officials say that they were 
content because there was no. public 
sentiment demanding the enforcement 
of the law. Long Branch in its: palmy 
days and Saratoga never had less cause 
for complaint on the score of mere or- 
derliness than Hot Springs, 

There are seven poolrooms in Hot 
Springs, each bearing the name of a club 
with which it is eonnected—thne South- 
ern Kentucky, Ohfo, Indiana, 
sas, Illinois and tage As the law of 
1869 permits betting on h 
are conducted within an inclosure, it 
has been held by Arkansas courts that 
poolselling on horseracing was likewisaq 
permitted. Hot Springs has in conse. 
quence a revenue ordinance licensing 
poolrooms at the rate of $2400 ana col- 
lects thereby $14,400 annually. Add to 
this about $60,000 per year for the my- 
hs a share of the periodicd! fines 
assessed inst gambling houses ana 
its license fees for 60 saloons at $609 per

annum each. and you will see the sur- 
prisingly large income it receives inde- 
pendently of taxes or property and the 
license fees it assesses in common with 
all other cities. 

Probably the demand for enforcement 
|] would never have arisen in the breasts 
of citizens of the town; probably the 
few, who preach the unrighteousness of 
betting on the red or black, would never 
have gathered force enough to effect 


the closing of the clubs. An outside 
force was needed. The moral wave 
must rise elsewhere. 

Sad to relate, it was politics that 
caused the wave to rise. Follow my 
Story and you shall see how this sit- 
uation came into being. 

Six years ago, Jeff Davis, a man of 
the people, a politician as quaint, as 


forceful and as peculiarly dominant as 
Tillman, aspired to be Governor of Ar- 
kansas. He was then Attorney-General 
and, apart from those qualities which 
are his native endowment, not brilliant- 
ly fitted for that position. 

Suffice it to say, that he has grown 
greatly since that time. 

The State was then dominated by 
Senators Jones and Berry and their 
friends, able politicians, but grown old 
and over-fond of playing the string of 
ex-Confederate soldier sentiment which 
does not meet with the same response 
in this day as formerly, for a genera- 
tion of voters has arisen which does not 
worship diligently at the old shrine. 

Four men opposed Davis; before the 
primary, these withdrew. 
paign Davis took up the fight of a 
candidate for Attorney-General and a 
candidate for Secretary of State; these 
he carried into office. 

Two years later he 
didate for Governor. 
Springs opposed him and the 
espoused the cause of Rector. 
adopted the same device in this cam- 
paign which he had formerly used. 

He took up the fight of ex-Gov. Clark, 
who was a candidate for Senator in op- 
position to Jones. 

Davis and Clark were elected, and 
the “Old Guard” of Arkansas Democra- 
cy suffered its first decisive defeat. Two 
years later Davis broke the State pre-

third term, after a bitter contest. 
Davis After Berry’s Scalp. 


Now we reach the year 1906, when 
Senator Berry must stand for re-elee- 
tion. Having filled the chair of Gov- 
ernor as long as he could be reasonably 
expected to hold it, Davis became a 
candidate to succeed Berry. He had 
aided in the ousting of Jones, and was 
determined to eliminate Berry, who had 
ever been his enemy. 

Davis, in his campaign, which is now 
all over, though the election will not be 
held till next fall, fought Attorney-Gen- 
eral Rogers, who was a candidate for 
Governor, and delegations were chosen 
who will nominate Little for Governor. 


The voters also namefi Davis as their 
choice for Senator. 
‘And so, .after six years’ fight, , Jeff 


Davis has completely eliminated the old 


crowd,’’ says one of his warm admirers. 
“They will never bother us agaia.”’ 
Davis’ majority over Berry is small. 


Over a month ago, John H. Page, Chair- 
man of the Democratic State Central 
Committee, figured out the result and 
made it a matter of record, as he is in 
the habit of doing. He checked off the 
counties Davis would carry and record- 
the majorities he expected, One 
county may have disappointed him, but 
the returns are not all in. Davis’ ma- 
jority, as he estimated it, was 11,000. 
The real majority will be around . 8000. 
Garland County a Battleground. 

Garland County was one of the bones 
over which the hottest fight was waged. 
That {is the county in which Hot Springs 
is situated. 


Sheriff Williams is a power there. 
Williams is a rugged little man. who has 
used his gun in the elimination of per- 


sons he deemed dangerous to peace and 
happiness. Some bitterness arose 
against this officer and the Governor. 
the beginning of which is lost in tradi- 
tion, In addition thereto, a strong friend 
and backer of Williams’ is the greatest 
magnate of Hot Springs, who, in turn, 
is closely allied to Senator Berry. 

If Williams had not previously heen 
so inclined, this friendship would have 
led him into the Berry camp. He 
worked hard for Berry. In Arkansas 
political opponents say things about each 
other that frequently lead to. combat 
with fists or guns. The State feared 
bloodshed would mar this campaign and 
friends of Williams and Davis were very 
caréful to keep.the men as far apart as 
nomkibie. They could not keep them 
from saying things about each other. 

Now. Davis greatly desired Garland 
Copnty’s vote. He wanted to be the 
chéice of Hot Springs for Senator. It 
was plain to all keen-eyed observers six 
weeks ago that this wish would not be 
gratified. Thus, in the course of a 
speech, Davis announced his law-en- 
forcement plan.

close them. This cannot be established 
now. The credit for first announcing 
the plan is given to Davis. He de- 
clared that April 1 he would “close ev- 
ery gambling house in Hot Springs even 
if he had to call out the militia.”’ 

As it happened, he was in excellent 
position to make his threat good with- 
out resort to the military, for the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney of the district in which 
Hot Springs is, H. R. Morrison, died 
Jan. 25, and his post is still vacant 
awaiting an appointee to be named by 
the Governor. Under the law the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney must be a citizen of 
the United States, an elector and a res- 
ident of the judicial district. The Gov- 
ernor claims he need not be a resident 
of this county and said he might appoint 
a man in another part of the State to 


| carry out his wishes in Hot Springs. 

Owners of the gambling houses sent 
agents to the Capitol, who returned with 
word that the Governor appeared to 
be determined to cdrry out his threat. 
He had not coupled it with any refer- 
ence to the Garland County vote, but 
they declared they believed that if he 
should carry the county he would not 
close the ‘“‘clubs.’"” Some hint of this 
reached the opponents of Davis. an 
probably to show that were other Rich- 
monds in the field, they made a counter} 
move. On primary election day Depu- 
ty Sheriff Rowe ordered all the clubs to 
shut up; this was in the afternoon, and’ 
all but one obeyed promptly. The oth- 
ers heard that one of their number was 
running undisturbed, and after two 
hours of silence, without fun, all be 
to do business at the old games.

The companies have no intention of 
trying to mine coal at present.

According to the managers here, the 
Lehigh, the Lackawanna, the Erie 
and the leading companies have now 
on hand six months’ supply for all 
their customers, while the customers 
themselves are stocked up so that 
probably two months more can be 
added. 

In the words of the foremost man- 
ager, “We went into the strike of 
1903 with empty bins. Today not only 
the operators, but the consumers have 
on hand the largest supply in history. 
If we must havé a Strike, let it conie 
now. 

On the other baud, never before 
were the miners so well prepared. In 
1903 oniy one-third of the men were 
firmly in the union. Today more 
than three-fourths of the anthracite 
mine workers belong to the union, 

The union funds are greater than 
ever; nobody can tell how much. Fach 
local union has a fund of.its own in 
addition to the national treasury. The 
savings bank deposits of Wilkesbarre 
have increased 56 per cent in the ijiast 
three years, showing unprecedented 
prosperity, and showing there has not 
been an' idle day in.the mines during 
that period. But since the strike be- 
came almost a certainty, a blight has 
fallen on the Wyoming Valley. No 
merchant buys new stock; no plans 
are made for the future. None ven- 
ture to expand. Every man outside 
the coal companies and the union 
cries Out against a strike, and the

Martin Giesebell, 6) years old, was 
found dead from a bullet wound in his 
at his 
home, 4821 South Broadway, yesterday 
forenoon, His wife, Martha, aged 55, 
Was lying on the bed beside him, -her 
head terribly crushed with a hammer, 
still breathing but unconscious. 

Mrs. Giesebell was taken to the City 
Hospital, where physicians discovered 
that her skull was fractured in six 
piaces and they said that she could not 
live. . 

The deuble tragedy was discovered by 
Mrs, Lizzie Lang, who lives with. her 
husband, Jacob Lang, and three chil- 
dren, in the lower flat of the building, 
which the Giesebells owned. 

The police were at Once notified and 
Sergt. Whalen and Patrolman Hendy of 
the Carondelet- Station went to the house 
and investigated the affair. 

it was at first thought that the wom- 
an, as well as the man, dad been shot, 
but on examination of the pistol found 
in. Goesebell’s hand, showed that only 
ane chamber was empty. Then a search 
for the weapon with which Mrs. Giese- 
bell had been assaulted was made, and 
the officers found a hammer in a basin 
of weter in the sink in the kitchen. 


The hammer had evidently been washed |

Mrs. Lang was on the porch all the 
iime the man was upstairs. She says 
he was gone Only a minute or two 
when he came down and said there was 
rrobably no one at home, as he got no 
answer to his knock. He then gave Mrs. 
Lang a -card with his name and.ad- 
dress and asked her to give it to Giese- 
bell and ‘tell him to write to the address 
given. He said -Giesebell was a friend 
of his and would understand, The man 
then left. 

That was about 8:3 a. m. Not seeing 
the Giésebells, Mrs. Lang says that she 
went upstairs to deliver the note. The 
women were on such intimate terms it 
was not the custom for either to knock 
when going into the flat of the other, 
and Mrs. ang went into the Giesebell 
kitchen, then into the bedroom which 
adjoins it. As soon as she entered she 
saw the two bodies on the bed, and the 
bed clothing covered with blood. 

She gave the alarm and several of the 
near neighbors went to the house. The 
police were at once notified and an 
ambulance sent for. 

Neither the son, 
bell, a barber, who 
Wyoming street, nor the neighbors 
can give any explanation of the deed 
other than on the theory of a sudden 
fit of homicidal insanity. The neigh-

He 
was inattentive when spoken to and 
appeared to forget the topic in the 
midst of a conversation. No one at- 
tached any importance to this circum- 
stance, as he was a very quiet man, 
The last seen of Mrs. Glesebell be- 
fore the tragedy was on Friday after- 
noon. She had not been well for sev- 
eral days, and Friday Mrs. Lang 
went up to see if there was anything 
she could do for her. Mr. Giesebell 
wanted to send for a doctor, but his 
wife said there was no need of that 
as she would be well in a day or two. 
She was lying on the bed at the time 
Mrs, Lang called, and her husband 
wae very attentive to her wants. 
esebell was seen by the eldest son 
of Mrs. Lang, a pee about 10 years 
old, between 7:30 and 8 a. m. Satur- 
Gay. The old man came downstairs, 
got the morning paper on the porch, 
und then went to a grocery near by.

Tragedy After Breakfast, 


That the couple had had breakfast 
was evident from the dishes on the 


table. Presumably they had break- 
fast after Giesebell returned from the 
grocery, and as the bodies were dis- 
covered about 9 o’clock, the attack 
and self-destruction must have §oc- 
curred between 8 and 9 o'clock. 

Mrs. Lang is at a loss to understand 

why she did not hear the sound of the 
pistol shot. She says that ordinarily 
she. could hear the Giesebells when 
they were moving around in their 
rooms, and the only explanation she 
or the police can give of. why she 
failed to hear the shot is that Giese- 
bell muffled the sound by covering 
his head with the bed clothes when 
he fired, and that the quilt was 
Sahai off his head when his hand 
ell. 
‘Mrs. Lang’s three children were 
playing in the yard all the morning 
and none of them heard the shot, nor 
any sound at all coming from the flat 
above, 

The theory of the police that 
Giesebell became suddenly insane 
while his wife was lying on the bed. 
attacked her with the hammer before 
she could make an outcry, and then, 
muffling this head in the bed clothes, 
Sent a bullet through his head.

LONDON, March 31.—A remi&rkable 
disc@very was made in the course of an 
autopsy of the body of Dr. Jeffrey Owen 
Parsons, @ young Wimbledon doctor, 
who committed suicide while in a state 
of temporary insanity. 

Dr. Barton said at the inquest that a 
common needle was discovered three- 
quarters of an inch above the apex of 
the left ventricle of the heart, and fixed 
across it with the point upwards and 
towards the right side. 

It had evidently entered low down in 
the front of the heart, near the apex, as 
the scar was plainly visible in the ven- 
tricular wall, but no mark could be 
found in the skin corresponding with 
the point of entry. 

The needle was so black that it must 
have been in the heart a long time.

Belle place, committed suicide yesterday, 
making death doubly sure by the use of | 
gas and laudanum. lLetters to her aged | 
mother, sister and only son, written the, 
day before, bidding an affectionate, fare- 
well, were destroyed. — 

Mrs. Dyer hag taken exceptional pre- 
cautions that her intentions should not 
miscarry, but’ she lingered from early 
Sdturday morning until 8 o’clock in the: 
afternoon when she died in the rams of 
Algernon Dyer, her -son. 

Mrs. Dyer had for several weeks been 
severe attack of grip. 
Two days ago Dr. O. A. Ambrose, the 
family physician, gave her permisson to 
leave the house, and she seemed in a 
happy frame of mind. Mrs. J. McGowan, 
her mother, had taken care of her 
boarding house during Mrs. Dyer’s ill- 
ness, but she took over the management 
of the large house and apparently was 
enjoying her return to domestic duties. 

Friday Mrs. Dyer began acting queer- 
ly, saying she was tired of life. A sud- 
den melancholia seemed to have taken 
hold of her.. Mother, son and sister be- 
gan to watch her. In the afternoon of 
that day, she was discovered writing let- 
ters to her mother and other members 
of the family, bidding them good-~-by, 
saying that she was going to die. The 
letters were torn up and a_ stricter 
watch instituted. 

Late in the evening she complained of 
a severe toothache and ordered an ounce 
of laudanum and a pound of absorbent 
cotton from a nearby drug store, €Xx- 
plaining that she meant to use it for the 
tooth. She busied herself with bills and 
other financial matters, sorting out pa- 
pers and receipts. No attention was 
paid to this, members of the family as- 
cribing her work to a desire to again 
familiarize herself with the running de- 
tails of the house. 

About 6 o'clock Saturday morning 
Mrs. Warren Kinney and Georgia Mc- 
Gowan, sister of Mrs. Dyer, discov- 
ered a strong odor of gas and traced 
it to Mrs. Dyer’s room. FE ntering Mrs. 
Dyer was found lying on the bed_in 
her night gown, unconscious. Gas 
Was pouring from the four gas jets 
in the room, every crevice of door, 
window and keyhole .was plugged 
with the absorbent cotton purchased 


the night before, and on a table stood 
the half empty bottle of laudanum. 


Had Stopped Up Chimney. 

The women hurriedly summoned 
Dr. J. W. Vaughan of 4001 West 
Belle place, who declared Mrs. Dyer 
to be dying. Dr. Ambrose and Dr. L. 
W. Ray, who boarded in the house, 
arrived about the same time, took 


charge of the case and for half a day 
kept her alive with artificial respira- 
tion and saline solutions. 

To make sure that the gas would do 














its.work, Mrs. Dyer had torn’a brick 
from the grate in her room, wrapped 
it carefully in cotton and rags, then 
plugged the‘grate chimney to prevent | 
ventilation from that source. 
tips of the gas jets in the room had 
been knocked completely out, to 
make sure of a free flow of gas. 

Mrs. Dyer was a woman of refine- 
ment and some means. Friends and 
relatives could. gitve no idea of the 
financial difficulties which seemed to 
be worrying her. She had been in St. 
Louis about seventeen years, coming 
frof New York. She kept a luxurious 
home at the West Belle place, her 
mother and sister residing with her.

Dyer'’s family phy sician for the past 
Six or seven years, and in that time 
have known her intimately. .To the 
best of my knowledge, there was no 
love affair behind the deed.’

' of exposure to the cold and damp where 


shelter could not be provided for them. 
The indications are that the losses 
among lambs is heavier this spring than 
for many years, a single farmer in 
Boone County losing over 100. 

There is also much pneumonia among 
calves throughout the State. : 

State Veterinarian Dr. D. F. Luckey, 
after investigation, reports that there 
is no evidence of a contagious disease 
to account for the remarkable extent 
of the losses. | 

The report of agriculture will say that 
much fodder and hay has been damaged 
by the wet weather and that the poor 
quality; of food may be partly respon-

SCOTT CITY, Kan., March 31.—A jury 
in the Scott County District Court has 
decided a forgery case of unusual inter- 
est to bankers and business men gener- 
ally, The facts as brought out ‘by t the 
evidence are as follows: — 

In June, 1904, B. Vogell, an old resi- 
dent of this county, desiring to visit 
friends and relatives in some Eastern 
siates, called at the First State Bank 
in this-city to inquire ae to the best 
means of carrying money with him on 
his trip. The cashier, R. B. Christy, is- 
sued him «# letter of credit to the 
amount of $400, as that was the amount 
he desired to use, although he had on 
deposit at that time something over 
$4000. With the letter of credit he took 
a book of blank checks. Some weeks 
after his departure the bank cashed a 
check for $100 written upon one of their 
own checks in Mr. Vogeli’s handwriting, 
and which was received through their 
IKxansas City correspondent. 


Big Check Appears. 


Some days later they received a tele- 
gram from Kansas City, wanting to 
know if Volegi’s check for $1800 would 
be honored. An affirmative reply was 
sent and in a few days a check for $1800, 
bearing Mr. Vogeli’s signature, was re- 
ceived and cashed unhesitatingly. This 
check was drawn upon a blank of the 
American National Bank of Kansas 
City and the body of the check was in 
a different handwriting. It was drawn 
payable to J. O. Montgomery, and had 
been cashed by the: Fidelity Trust Co., 
and indorsed to the American National, 
which institution forwarded the check 


direct to the local bank. 

Shortly after, Mr. Vogeli returned and 
wus astonished to find his bank deposit 
smaller by $1800 than it should be. Up- 
the check for that amount he 
declared that he had never signed such 

a paper. The bank proffered their as- 
sistance in finding the forger and did 
present the matter to _ the American 
Mankers’ Association, who employed de- 
tectives to aid in the search, but noth- 
ing came of the matter. 


Wrote Name in Book. 
Mr. Vogeli then recalled that, while 
waiting on the platform of a depot in 
Sedalia, Mo., he had conversed with a 


stranger, who represented himself to be 
the agent of a Pennsylvania seed house, 
introducing a new 
species of seed wheat. In the conversa- 
tion, the stranger learned where Mr. 
Vogeli lived and that he was a farmer 
and had recently sold his farm and had 
not ‘yet reinvested the proceeds. He 
then desired that Mr. Vogeli write his 
name and address in a small memoran- 
dum book with a fountain pen, for the 
purpose of sending him a sample bushel 
of the seed wheat. After obtaining the 
signature, the polite« stranger disap-

Hgde's Ferry Bridge is six miles below

Ferry. A watchman lives in a cabin at 
the end -opposite Nashville, and the 
criminal records of Nashville show that 
the bodies of at least two murdered per- 
sons have been thrown off the bridge.

Robert Moore, engineer for the Mu- 
nicipal Bridge and Terminals Commis-| 
sion, which has a plan for the railroads 
to build a four-track suspension bridge 
at the foot of Poplar street and the 
city to take over Eads Bridge, outlined 
he advantages of the project and dis- 
cussed in detail the engineering feat- 
ures of the entire terminal and bridge 
situation with a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday afternoon. | 

‘In speaking of the engineering feat- 
ures of the terminal problems in St. 
Louis,”’ said Mr. Moore, “I do not wish 
to’ be understood as saying anything 
for the Terminal Commission. I have 
made reports on findings of mine which 
the commission will act upon as it sees 
fit, and give the results to the public 
at the proper time. There are certain 
phases of the-qdhysical situation here, 
however, which are apparent to anyone 
who cares to make a scientific study.’’ 

Mr. Moore reduces all the evils of 
present conditions under three heads— 
the present bridge and tunnel, the 
wasteful system of the railroads in han- 
dling freight in the/St. Louis yards, 
and the lack of system in getting freight 
from unloading stations to dealers. 

“One of the most apperent evjls,’’ said 
Mr. Moore, “is the method us by the 
railroad in handling freight in the yards 
here. A carload of coal is run into 
St. Louis. It is switched‘off on a siding 
in one of tho yards. The coal dealer 
takes possession cf the car. He takes 
coal out of the car at about the rate he 
sells it to his customers, using the car 
as a storage house. It may be a week 
before the coal is taken out of the car 
and the car switched back on the main 
Mne and put again into service. 

Car Eight Days in Yard. 


“I have been informed that when a 
freight car leaves East St. Louis for St. 
Lous it will be about eight or ten days 
before it gets back to East St. Louis. 
You can imagine how congested the 
yards become and why «there is so much 
talk about more yarils and terminal 
facilities. I belieye the railroads should 
have more yard room. But at the same 
time they can alleviate the condition 
themselves by putting intd effect a sens!- 
ble system. 

“There is a very excellent scheme by 
which coal cars instead of being run

engraved drawing of the biggest city in 
the world. There were a score of red 
spots on the map about the size of a 
Scent piece, scattered over the map.

“You see these larger spots are all 
along the different railroad. running 
through London. They are freight sta- 
tions. These gmaller spots are ~sub- 
freight stations, which are not on the 
line of the railroads. 

“The idea is that the railroads over 
there treat their freight just as the ex- 
press companies here typat expTress 
packages. 

“When your freight arrives at one of 
the main freight stations the railroad 
doesn’t allow it to congest matters, but 
hustles it off immediately to the sub- 
freight station nearest your store or 
factory. Im this way there is no con- 
gestion. Moreover, there is almost a 
complete absence of delay, for the rail- 
road companies, under this system, are 
held responsible for any delays. 

“Not only do they deliver the freight 
in this systematic manner, but tney 
send it for you the same way; call for 
it at your store, take it to the sub- 
station and from there immediately to 
the main station. As a result you can 
ship freight in London at 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon, and it will reach Glas- 
zOoOw—over 300 miles away—and be deliv- 
ered to the shopkeeper there before he 
has opened the shutters of his shop the 
next morning. 

‘““Amother scheme for disposing of 
freight after it has been unloaded by 
freight cars is the system of under- 
ground tunnels outlined by Mayor 
Wells. A short time ago I made a 
trip through the Chicago tunnels. These 
tunnels are very sma... They were orig-

“The freight is transferred under 
the city in small cans of electric motive 
power.’ <Aprivate corporation. has the 
franchise. Whether it will ultimately 
prove a finanetal success is a matter of 
conjecture.

“It seems a very good way of hand- 
ling freight. Mayor Welle’ plan, I be- 
lieve, contemplates bringing these elec- 
tric ars across th Eads Bridge on a 
narrow guage track, where the regular 
railroad tracks are now. It looks on its 
face like an excellent idea. 

' Difficulties of River Tunnel. 

“The worst eature of Eads Bridge is 
the tunnel. It makes the railroads use 
the Merchants Bridge for much passen- 
ger and cattle traffic even though in 
many cases it entails great loss of time 
as the Merchants Bridge tracks do not 
run directly into East St. Louis. 

“Generally speaking a tunnel under a 
river is cheaper than a bridge over it. 
In the case of the Mis®iesippi the on-

the mines, and that the possible opera-

The money situation remains the sec- 
ond factor of importance to stock mar- 
ket followers, and although a moderate 
flurry in call rates occurred over the 
last few days of the week, the indica- 
tions are that credits have adjusted 
themselves so as to permit of a further 
recovery in stock values.

The wheat market continued to show 
weakness during the week, although 
trade in all speculative centers was 
ight. There was little if any news on 
which to bull prices, and the profession- 
ais are still forcing the declining side: 

The technical position of the wheat 
market would seem, however, to be'a 
strong one, when the enormous decline 
that prices have had in the last few 
months is taken into consideration and 
it is remembered that an enormous 
short interest must be outstanding in 
all futures. 

Domestic conditions, while remaining 
highly favorable for low values, might 
easlly undergo a sudden change, espe- 
cially as much -of the recent decline has 
been based on favorable reports from 
the winter wheat section, where the 
grain has. hardly started in its growth. 
Already reports of too much moisture 
are coming to hand, and unless a 
change in the weather takes place very 
shortly crop damage reports may mul- 
tiply rapidly. 

Foreign conditions hold little encour- 
agement for the bulls, and domestic ex- 
porters have not betn able to meet 
competitive prices abroad in sufficient 
volume to permit of heavy exports. A 
realization, however, that prices have 
reached 4a point where speculative ac- 
cumulation may be expected, would no 
doubt quickly cause good foreign buy- 
ing in our markets, foypboth present and 
future needs. 

Argentine news’ continues favorable, 
and shipments from ‘that country are 
moderately heavy. The week’s figures 
eaten 3,616,000 bu. of wheat, against 

3,824,000: last ‘week; 2,616,000 bu last year 
and 3,282,000 bu two years ago. Ship- 
ments since Jan. 1 to date were 33,812,000 
bu, against 38,879,000 bu last year.

New Rise of Oil On Gulf of Mexico. 


ESSELS coming into Galveston, Tex., a few days ago reported a new rise of oil on the 
‘Gulf south of that port. Lakes of oil on the Gulf are not infrequent, and some of them 
are almost perpetual; but the oil reported « few days ago is a new rise and one of such ex- 
Seamen report having run through it for from one to five 
hours, and its diameter is estimated to have been net less than fifty miles. 

Oil lakes upon the sea are not new, but Geologist Wilson’s theory is new. 
been observed on almost all the seas of the world, and are especially frequent on the Gulf of Mex- 
This frequency strengthens Mr. Wilson’s theory that under that part of the sea is one of 

the great laboratories in which nature is constantly storing oil and gas and from which the great 
‘arteries and veins are constantly drawing their supply.

Althougl: the fame of O’Hara’s wonderful requiem 
is world-wide and its peauty and strength every- 
where recognize], few people are familiar with the 
life and history of O'Hara. He was born Feb. 11, 
1820, at Danville. Both his parents were Irish 
and his father, Kana O’Hara, was an educator, well 
known in the history of Kentucky, who, in his 
earlier life, had been with Lord Edward Fitzgerald 
in his fight for Irish freedom. Shortly after Theo- 
dore O’Hara’s birth his parents moved to Frank- 
fort and there, where his new monument is proposed, 
the child grew to manhood. 

“He left college genuinely accomplished as a 
scholar,” writes his biographer, Ranck, “especially 
in the ancient and modern classics, and after the 
compliment had been paid him of election, youth as 
he was, to the professorship of the Greek language. 
An admirer who was present when he made his 
graduating address has said: ‘It was the most per- 
fect thing of ite kind I ever heard, for elegance of 
style, depth of thought, truthfulness of sentiment 
and beauty of composition.’” Greek professorships, 
however, were not within the lines along which 
O’Hara was to distinguish himself. “At 19 he was 
studying law in the office of Judge Owsley,” says 
Ranck, “where he was a fellow student of John C. 
Breckenridge.” O'Hara seems not to have been a 
success as a lawyer, for his biographer does not men- 
tion any case: which he took part.

ican War O’Hara promptly volunteered and was ap- 
pointed Captain. He fought at Contreras, was 
badly wounded at Cherubuseco, where he was brev- 
etted for gallantry, and was himself a witness in the 
land of the cactus of all of arms, of glory and of 
heroic death that he soon depicted in verse. 

“The Bivouac of the Dead,” as finally completed 
by the author and set forth by Ranck, begins with 
this verse: 

The muffled drum’s sad roll has beat 
The soldier’s last tattoo; 

No more on life’s parade shall meet 
The brave and daring few. 

On Fame’s eternal camping ground 
Their silent tents are spread, 

And glory guards with solemn round 
The bivouue of the dead. 

“Modest as O’Hara w as,’ says Ranck, “it is evident 
he was not unconscious of the merits of*] master- 
piece, from the efforts he made to perfect it. He 
corrected it as often as Gray corrected his famous 
Elegy, and twice he changed it as radically as Poe 
changed his immorta] ‘Bells.’ ” 

These changes consisted chiefly in shortening the 
poem and cutting out local and saneercige allusions, 
as to “The Dark and Bloedy*Ground.” Thus, while 
the verse had originally been written to the Ken: 
tucky dead of the Mexican War, and only with the 
idea of its being read at the reinterment of the Ken- 
tucky soldiers at home, it came, gradually and final- 
ly, to be so perfect a martial elegy that it may be 
applied to the soldier dead of any time, place or 
country. Many have thought “The Bivouae of the 
Dead” was written for the dead of the Civil War, 
but while O’Hara served through that war, his mil- 
itary spirit also led him, as has been shown, into 
the Mexican War, and, further, into the Cuban ex- 
pedition of 1850, where he was second to Gen. Lopez 
in command. He also was with Walker's fll-fated 
filibusters in Nicaragua, Thus was the spirit of 
his elegy broadened. 

“The Bivouae of the Dead’ is in the strictest sense 
a martial elegy,”

been made to them in the shape of poetic tributes 
to the gallant slain of the war between the states. 
It cannot, therefore, be compared to any but the mas- 
terpieces of its kind, and this test not only demon- 
strates that it is a classic, but ‘that it pos- 
sesses qualities that_they do not possess, qual- 
ities that lift it above them and give it-a place in 
literature peculiarly its own. We think at once of 
that short but exquisite production of the unfortu- 
nate William Collins, ‘How Sleep the Brave!’ It is 
as elegantly proportioned, as clearly cut and as del- 
icately finished as one of Canova’s sepulchral mourn- 
ers, but its sadness touches us no more than the 
sculptured sadness of those marble figures, and we 
feel, too, that it is meant for none of the brave but 
those who died for freedom. 

“Another famous lyric presents itself—‘The Burial 
of Sir John Moore,’ which came so unheralded, but 
with so true a stamp, from the pen of an unknown 
curate, Charles Wolf.

ACON’S long-hidden, but as is claimed, now eas- 

B ily recognized cipher in the famous First Folio 

: edition, was discovered by Dr. W. Hutson 
Ford of this city a week ago. He is a well-known 
‘Baconian. Its meaning began to dawn upon him 
when, for the first time, a powerful microscope was 
- turned upon a mysterious tailpiece at the end of 
25 plays in this volume. Hitherto the search for a 
cipher in the Shakspeare plays has been confined to 
the text and no attention has -been given to the 
tailpiece, which appeared to be inserted for merely 
ornamental purposes. 

Some time ago, however, Dr. G. H. Platt of 
: Bryn Mawr, Pa., a distinguished “Shakspearean 
scholar, published the result of an exhaustive 
scrutiny of the headpieces in the First Folio edition, 
which he had been examining microscopically. He 
made no examination of the tailpieces, which are 
of a far more elaborate and complicated nature. 

These Dr. Ford began to «study. He found that 
the tailpieces in 25 ofthe plays were alike, made 
from the same cut, but differing in their degrees of 
clearness, as shown by the 1eluced facsimile of the 
First Folio edition published by Funk & Wagnalls of 
New York, a book found in every public library. 
Copies of the First Folio are exceedingly scarce and 
valuable, and there are but few of them in America. 
They show the tailpiece on a much larger scale than 
_40es the Funk & Wagnalls publication.

Photographic enlargement, however, from this lat- 
ter publication, has now succeeded in bringing out 
the “full details of the tailpiece in a way to make 
it open to careful study. It appears to be a pic- 
torial cipher made according to the rules laid down 
by Lord Bacon in his work on ciphers. The “infold- 
ment” of the cipher in a design or phrase was the 
first principle which Bacon. emphasized. He then told 
how the cipher was to be concealed among meaning- 
less surroundings for the purpose of diverting sus- 
picion. Bacon was the essence of mystery, which, 
in his system of ciphers, he carried to a point never 
attempted before or since. In fact, some of Bacon’s 
ciphers, it is believed, are so well hidden that they 
may never be discovered.

is believed to have had more or less to do with the 
preparation of the volume. In this way it 
have been an easy matter for Bacon to have inserted 
at the end of the plays to which he claimed author- 
ship an “infolded” pictorial cipher revealing his 
claim and intended to be deciphered in sonie future 
age. 

The manner in which this mysterious tailpiece was 
inserted at the end of some of the plays and omitted 
from others appears to show deliberate intention. 
Moreover, in at least one instance it is surmounted 
by a capital V and a small v without any apparent 
object, these being, it is claimed, the signs for Veru- 
lam, his title; Dr. Ford also thinks that he has found 
infolded in the cipher a V, meaning Verulam. 

The startling revelation of this cipher, however, 
is the discovery, above what seems to be the head 
of Shakspeare, of a boar, taking off a mask. A boar, 
or bristling hog, was Bacon’s crest, and was frequent- 
ly used by him, as well as the significant words 
“Hog” and “bacon.” Here we have the boar, rep- 
resenting Bacon taking off his mask of secrecy. 
As Dr. Ford expresses it, “Bacon here reveals him- 
self, saying: “I, Francis Bacon, Lord Verulam, take 
off my mask of secrecy, disclose myself as the author 
of these plays, and Shakspeare. the impostor, is at 
my feet.” As to the head being that of Shakspeare, 
Dr. Ford has some doubt. It may also, he thinks, 
be the head of Queen Elizabeth, whose son Bacon 
believed himself to be. | 

This little vignetted head in the cipher, however, 
is unimportant, whether it be that of Shakspeare 
or Elizabeth. The important thing is “Bacon taking 
off the.-mask,” the author revealing himself, the 
secret of the parentage of the plays disclosed. 

It has also been found that in his right hand the 
Boar (Bacon) .holds the letter S (for Shakspeare) 
and attention is called to the fact that it is pre- 
cisely the S in form and shape used in Elizabethom 
days. It might be thus expressed: “Shakspeare u.. 
masked reveals Francis Bacon, Lord Verulam, the 
author of these plays!” 

In the following paper Dr. Ford tells the remarka- 
ble story of the discovery of this hidden cipher and 
of the facts which convince him. of its significance.

of 1623, whose best performance was the Ghost, in 
“Hamlet.” In view of such considerations, some of 
the most pronounced Shakspeareans have now shifte: 
their ground, finding it untenable, taking refuge in 
what is styled “the syndicate theory” of the author- 
ship. By this it is admitted that the plays were 
written by various hands and were published in 1623 
in a collected, revised and authorized form as “lhe 
Works of William Shakspeare,” because his name 
had appeared on the title page of a number of the 
P works of Bacon and those attributed 
to Shakspeare:

plays previously published, having been placed there 
by the booksellers as an advertisement, for Shaks- 
peare was known as the lessee and manager of the 
slobe Theater. Thus his name stood before the ‘pub- 
lie without open contest, and apparently with the 
tacit consent of the real author or authors. 

All this, however, is not satisfactory to the pure 
Baconians, who assert that Sir Francis Bacon was 
the hidden author and that the plays were mostly 
or wholly written by him when comparatively young, 
and that some of them were acted by Shakspeare 
and his company. Many of them were never acted, 
as far as we know. : 

Bacon’s literary attainments were vast, as we 
know, his fertility as a writer unexampled, his tal- 
ents more varied and excellent than even those of 
Leonardo De Vinci. He was known, and is still rec- 
ognized, as the father of modern philosophy, as the 
founder of, English equity, as the adviser of roy- 
alty, and it may be reasonably imagined that he 
chose to rest his fame upon these noble foundations 
during his life, while still holding fast to the fame 
of the dramatic poet. No man knew better than he 
that the plays would survive many of his other 
writings, and “in the future ages” to which he left 
all his works in his will, and by the posterity which 


would estimate them with more candor and a better - 


insight than the men of his own times, his life would 
be scrutinized in a serener atmosphere and judged 
with a tolerance which no art nor eloquence of his, 
while yet alive, could secure. 

Besides this, Bacon, it is explained by the Bacon- 
ians, held himself proudly aloof: from all contamina- 
tion of the stage. When still in France at the Court 
of Henry Ll, Sir Nicholas Bacon’s death occurred, 
and in 1579 Francis Bacon hurried back to England 
to find himself but poorly provided for in his reputed 
father’s will. All the property had peen devised to 
the six children by a former marriage. Francis at 
once betook himself to the law. 
this time, it is claimed, that he- was 
most actively engaged in writing plays and other 
poetical works.

seems to have adopted the device of interpolating | 


ciphers into them, and to have begun to do this from 
the very first. Other considerations, also, induced 
him to guard his writings with cipher and cryptic 
symbols of various kinds. In such matters he was a 


master, and some of his ciphers are used at the « 


present day. Im the sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies ciphers. werein universal use. Bacon speaks 
of them in the “De Augmentis” and devotes three 
pages to an exposition of the biliteral cipher. 


There were also wheel ciphers, numerical ciphers 
and pictorial ciphers. Symbolography was as »much 
cultivated as the language ciphers, and many works 
of the time have these picture ciphers for frontis- 
pieces. Among them we may note the frontispieces 
of “Montaigne’s Essays,” of the “Shepherd’s Calen- 
dar,” of “Witherman’s Work on Cyphers,” of Bacon’s 
“Life of Henry VII,” and of his “De Augmentis.’ 


That Bacon was deeply conversant with all kinds 
of symbols and cryptic writing is well known, When 
a mere youth, after Sir Amyias Poulett’s recall from 
Paris, in whose train Bacon was sent to the French 
court, the “small envoy,” as he styles himself, spent 
some time in Poictiers. There he composed a work 
on ciphers which he afterward published. He men- 
tions the fact himself in the “De Augmentis.” A 
work on ciphers was very popular in Ben Jonson's 
time, by the famous Johannes Baptista Porta, in 
ventor of the camera obscura, and as early as 1568 


was widely published. A work on ciphers by the 
that Bacon wrote the plays attributed 
to Shakspeare, and those who claim 
Nhakspeare wrote them,’a large contingent. of 
scholars hold that the two may have collab- 
orated. They say Bacon furnished the learning, 
the scholarship and the poetic, imaginative 
elements, while Shakspeare produced the plays, 
bringing to that work, his knowledge of stage 
arrangement and his faculty for “making a 
showing at the box office.” 

Shakspeare frequently did collaborate. with 
other men in playwriting. Two instances of 
this are “The Merry Devilof Edmonton,” which 
was announced, when published, as the joint 
work of Shakspeare and Rowley, and “The Two 
Noble Kinsmen,” written by Shakspeare and 
Fletcher. It is claimed that Shakspeare, as

But we have no sign of Sir Franels Bacon. Only 
in the matter and:manner of the plays; in their style, 
the subjects they deal with and the sentiment they 
contain, do we see any clear image of the ruling mind 
of his age. Did Bacon sit quietly and see all this 
done without a sign of protest? Would he allow all 
the magnificence of his rhetoric, the crowning shifts 
of his astute mind, his mastery of language and tu- 
multuous springs of fancy to be lost forever to his 
fame without a claim, a replevin for his own? Could ° 
he not impress upon his works some stamp which 
would set utterly at naught all the assertions of the 
worshipers of Shakspeare and prove the unbounded 
meed of praise yielded by the world to this un- 
tutored sot to be merely a weedy growth of time? 


There are 36 plays (of which 16 had not been pre- 
viously printed), 35 are enumerated 6n a prefatory 
page, and one more, “Troilus and Cressida,” not 
named, but printed in the volume. Each of these 
plays is headed by a vignette, which is used also once 
or twice for other plays, and other vignettes more 
often. A few of them seem to be “talking pic- 
tures,” others merely printers’ conventional orna- 
ments. With regard to them I have nothing to 
say at present. Dr. G. H. Platt of Bryn Mawr, Pa., 
has endeavored to analyze them laitely in a readable 
little volume characterized by its author’s well- 
known Shakspearean learning. 

On the other hand, 25 of these biave are provided 

with tailpieces, seemingly etchings on copper, and 
all alike, as far @s we can judge. The plates from 
which these prints were made are in some cases a 
little distorted and blurred, but in every feature fun- 
damentally the same.

“at ORM crusade in favor of pure food laws 
A is arousing the public. A note of alarm was 
sounded by the New York and New England 
Assceciation of Surgeons at their convention held in 
New York Dec. 17, 1905. Strongly worded resolu- 
tions were adopted denouncing the practice of cer- 
tain poultry and game dealers to accumulate in 
stock and to store for a long period of time, poul- 
try and game without dressing, drawing. cleansing 
and other ‘sanitary precautions. 

It declared this food unwholesome, unsanitary, 
disgusting and dangerous to health and life Evi- 
dence was presented that a great majority of the 
reported cases of toxic infection were the direct re- 
sult of eating poultry or game which had been stored 
in its undrawn state. Similar resolutions were also 
adopted by the New York State Medical Associa- 
tiun at their convention. 

In the killing and preparation of poultry for cold 
storage the major portion of the poultry is killed in 
October and November. After slaughter the feath- 
ers are removed and the carcasses are packed in bar- 


rels_and shipped to the cold storage plants without 
further dressing. The head, feet and legs, as well 
as the full craw of partially digested food, the de- 
compcsing liver and lungs and the intestines, with 
their filthy and poisonous stock of excrement, load- 
ed with every local species of bacteria, are kept in- 
tact. 

It is a great mistake, says R. M. 
State Food Commissioner of Illinois, to suppose that 
cold storage permanently arrests the process of de- 
cay. Food placed in cold storage undergoes chem- 
ical changes that make it extremely dangerous and 
finds its way to the tables of the unsuspecting pop- 
ulace. 

Dr. Cavanna, in addressing the convention, related 
how a. fully developed hen carcass, a cold storage 
specinfen, was bought from a retail stock display of 
26 undrawn poultry, and the salesman was requested 
to wrap the fowl without dressing it. 

“The following day,” he said, “we removed a por- 
tion of the breast tissue and macerated it two hours 
in a like quantity of sterilized water, using all asep-

tic precautions. Ten drops of the fluid portion of 
the well-stirred mixture were injected into the body 
of a healthy rabbit. Two hours later the evidences 
of toxicosis became manifest and the animal suc- 
cumbed after 42 hours. A sample of the fluid em- 
ployed in this experiment was examined by Dr. 
Broughton, City Chemist and Bacteriologist of Rome, 
N. Y., who reported the discovery of no less than 
14 varieties of bacteria in the solution. From a 
bacteriological viewpoint, what must be the con- 
dition of the intestinal contents of a cold storage 
chicken or game bird w hen it reaches the apie gee 
and how savory must be/ its meat after months of 
saturation with this material in a cold storage 
warehouse ?” 

Dr. Wiley, the Chief Government Food Chemist, 


says: 


“The meat of poultry and game which has been 
in the frosty atmosphere of the cold storage is un- 
fit for food.” 


R. M. Patterson, Food Commissioner for Illinois, 


before the National Association of Retail Grocers at 
Niagara Falls, roundly condemned cold storage game 
and poultry as impure and unwholesome. He de- 
clared that illness and death due to toxic infection 
are becoming very common, due to the use of foods 
that have been kept in cold storage. 

Only recently a vivid illustration of impure food 
housed in a cold storage plant in this city came to. 
the notice of the public. A game warden seized an 
enormous amount of game, held in cold storage con- 


trary to the new game laws of this State. 
close examination it was discovered that this game 
had deteriorated to such an extent as to make it 
almost as poisonous as the bite of an asp and it was 
quickly condemned and destroyed by the City Board 
of Health. }

That was in November, 1904. Mr. Southerland 
hastened with him to Little Rock and he was duly 
enrolled at the Deaf Mute Institute. Awaiting bim 
was @ private room which had been: specially fitted 
up by order of the Governor. Tommy was just 13 
years old. There was more of the wild animal than 
the boy about him. He wanted to sleep in the day- 
time and to grope about at night. He could not be 
made to understand the strange, new surroundings 
which had separated him from his mother and 
father. 

The boy was placed under the care of Mi«s Pauline 
Camp, one of the instructors. She was told to de- 
vote all her time to training him. It was a tedious 
and seemingly hopeless task. The case was one that 
had never before been encountered in Arkansas. It 
differed from Helen Keller's affliction in that she 
was stricken deaf, dumb and blind when she was an 
mfant, while this boy had been bereft of his facul- 
ties when he was beginning to enjoy them to the ut- 
most. The affliction tutned him into & pessimist. 

Miss Camp started in by trying to train the 
youngster fust as Helen Keller had been taught to 
communicate, by means of the sign language. An 
apple was placed in one of his hands while she 
clasped the other in her hand and spelled out the 
deaf and dumb signs for “apple.” For many days 
ithe boy gave no indication of having understood. 

He did not want to be taught anything. He want- 
ed to be let alone. But Miss Camp kept after him 
with the apple day in and day out, and ao tired 
him out with the single lesson that he finally gave 
a sign indicating that he understood what she was 
trying to convey to him. This was done by a nod- 
ding of his head every time the letters were spelled 
on his hand. 

Then Miss Camp took a baseball, a pencil, some 
paper and various objects, the spelling of which in 
the deaf mute alphabet she impressed on Souther- 
land’s mind. For days, weeks and months she kept 
this up. Finally the deaf, blind and dumb boy was 


taught dot only to receive messages from her, but to 


sconvey them by means of the sign language. He 
was also taught to “read” to himself by means of 
the old Moon system of raised letters.
